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REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Mynyddislwyn  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1968. 

During  the  year  there  was  a rise  of  20  in  the  population  of  the  Urban 

District.  Although  the  crude  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  higher  than  that  for 

1967  the  adjusted  birth  rate  was  less.  Both  rates  were  lower  than  those  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  for  Monmouthshire.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  has 
again  risen,  perhaps  a reflection  of  the  present  day  permissive  society.  The 
Still  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  compared  to  last  year,  but  is  still  higher  than 
that  for  the  County  as  a whole,  as  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  The  Perinatel 
Mortality  Rate  has  also  fallen.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Maternal 
Mortality  is  again  zero. 

Both  the  crude  and  adjusted  Death  Rates  for  the  year  were  less  than 
the  previous  year  and  were  less  than  those  for  England  and  Wales,  and  for 
Monmouthshire.  Heart  Disease  accounted  for  3 7°/°  of  all  deaths  and  in  males  k2.% 
of  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause.  Cancer  deaths  were  the  next  largest 

group,  accounting  for  of  all  deaths,  and  25%  of  male  deaths.  35 % of  the 

deaths  in  males  from  cancer  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  incidence  of  heart  disease  and  of  cancer  of  the  lung  is 
higher  in  the  cigeratte  smoker  than  in  the  non-smoker  and  one  can  only  hope  that 
the  intensive  anti  smoking  campaign  will  show  signs  of  bearing  fruit  in  future 
years. 


Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  fell  to  the  very  low  level  of  one.  The 
only  other  infectious  diseases  notified  were  Measles,  Infective  Hepatitis  and 
Dys entry.

MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

The  District  is  provided  with  a modern  well  equipped  mortuary 
and  its  facilities  are  often  used  by  neighbouring  authorities  who  have 
no  mortuary  of  their  own. 

Daring  the  year  the  number  of  post  mortems  carried  out  at  these 
premises  was  48  „ 


POULTRY  PROCESSING  PREMISES 


One  such  premises  was  established  in  the  last  month  of 
the  year  under  review®  It  produced  undrawn  poultry,  mainly  broilers, 
the  only  processing  being  slaughtering  and  de feathering,?  It  operated 
for  only  a short  time  before  closing  down*  It  involved  me  in  a total 
of  20  visits* 

This  type  of  business  poses  a variety  of  problems  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view.  These  spring  from  the  following  factors 


1®  There  is  a large  volume  of  waste  resulting  from  the  processing, 
including  blood,  feathers,  and  viscera,  and  it  is  essential 
that  frequent  and  regular  collection  of  these  wastes  are  made 
in  order  to  avoid  accummulations  which  would  result  in  nuisances 
from  smells,  flies  and  rats* 

2.0  Poultry  can  be  a vehicle  for  the  dissemination  of  salmonella 

organisms,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a lot 
of  handling  of  the  birds  after  slaughter,  so  that  scrupulous 
observance  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  is  very  important* 


3*  Because  of  the  rapid  throughput  of  so  many  carcases  adequate 

post  mortem  inspection  is  difficult  to  achieve,  and  one  has  to 
reply  largely  on  "spotters"  employed  by  the  proprietor  to  see 
that  diseased  birds  do  not  get  through  the  production  line. 

Ideally,  all  birds  should  be  inspected  by  local  authority  inspectors, 
but  the  cost  of  this  would  be  very  high* 

In  the  case  of  plants  producing  undrawn  poultry  the  problem  of 
adequate  post  mortem  inspection  is  greatly  increased*

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  I960 


There  is  a total  of  111  premises  in  the  area  to  which  the  above 
Regulations,  and  in  particular  Regulations  l6  8c  19  apply.  There  have 
been  some  infringements  of  a relatively  minor  character  which  have  been 
rectified  without  recourse  to  statutory  action,  but  the  main  provisions 
have  been  complied  withe 

Exact  classification  of  these  premises  is  difficult  because 
there  is  a growing  trend  for  retailing  establishments  to  deal  with  a wide 
range  of  commodities  outside  their  predominant  business®  Butchers  deal 
in  greengorcery  for  instance,  and  grocery  shops  sell  almost  anything™ 

Some  public  houses  have  a thriving  trade  in  confectionery™  However,

I have  reported  in  previous  years  that  there  was  one  lodging 
house  in  the  area,  occupied  by  ten  lodgers,  mostly  elderly,  and  that 
these  premises  were  below  standard®  It  had  been  kept  open  largely  on 
humanitarian  grounds  because  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  alternative 
accommodation  for  the  residents.,  However,  the  problem  has  now  been 
solved®  The  premises  is  now  occupied  by  only  two  men  who  are  there  in 
the  role  of  caretakers  whilst  the  future  use  of  the  building  is  being 
considered® 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


To  In  general  the  water  supplied  by  the  Water  Undertakers, 
Abertillery  & District  Water  Board,  is  satisfactory  as 
regards  quality  and  quantity0  There  were  no  serious 
restrictions  during  the  year0

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Urban  Area  is  adequately  served  by  sewerage,  the  controlling 
body  being  the  Western  Valleys  (Mon)  Sewerage  Boards  There  is  no  sewage 
works  in  the  area.  The  number  of  dwellings  not  connected  to  the  sewer  is 
comparatively  small,  approximately  50.  and  these  consist  of  farms  and 
cottages  in  isolated  parts  of  the  area.  In  these  cases  with  the  aid  of 
Improvement  Grants,  there  is  a growing  tendency  for  the  more  primitive 
type  of  disposal  to  be  exchanged  for  properly  designed  and  constructed 
septic  tanks®
